In the reſolution of this , you are to conſider the complexion of the 
Perſon,his age, and the time of the year ; for the knowledge of theſe 
conduce much to the diſcovery of the certainty of the matter pro- 
pounded. Diſeaſes in Autumn and Winter , are uſually reputed Chro- 
nical or long ; bur more long in Winter then in Autumn. In Spring 
and Summer , acute or ſhort, but more acute in Spring then in 
Summer. So infirmities affliiting young Perſons or thoſe in the 
firſt half of their age, are ſhorter or leſs dangerous then thoſe in el- 
derly Perſons, or thoſe that are in the laſt part of their age, Likewiſe, 
Melancholy and Phlegmarique Perſons are ſubje& ro Chronical diſ- 
eaſes ; But Sangume and Cholerique Perſons to acure. I ſhall nor ſtand 


to give reaſons of theſe things z becauſe they are to be found very 
commonly in the writings of Phykitians ; but ſhall come to ſpeak of 


thoſe neceſſary Rules in Aſtrology proper hereunto. =— 
I. Saturnine diſeaſes which are cold and dry, are uſually long and te- 


_ dious; the Moon and Yemw are. protracters of the infirmiry ; Jupiter, 


Mars, Sol, and eMHercary fignifie diſeaſes of no long continuance
